ORGANIZATION OF THE .... 

FIRST PRIMARY 

As the pages of 11)02 history arc 
tinned one pauses hi mnaaemeni and 
interest at the rapid progression of 
the little town of Raymond since 
that memorable day In August. 1901 
when a buffalo head was placed in 
the centre or hub and a small group 
of pioneers gathered around and 
sang songs of Zion and listened to 
the dedication prayer by Charles O. 
C’afd of the Alberta Stake. That "ns 
the beginning—the starting point 
At the close of 1902 it is interest¬ 
ing to note tli»' rapid How ol Irani 
igianta from Ftah Idaho and Ariz¬ 
ona. During the month of March 
a’one many caravans entered Ray¬ 
mond. At one single time about the 
middle of March over sixty peop’e 
wended their way into Raymond 
in covered wagons. 

Most of those immlgiants were 
young matried people with families 
The Mormon pioneers have always 
sensed keenly the need for schools 
and churches. There was a large 
number of young people and ehPd en 
They had to he taken care of 
Bishop J. W. Knight was alert to 
the needs ol the youth. *1 he organiz¬ 
ations of the M l A. and the Sunday 
School had been effected and now 
there was need of an organization 
ot the Primary. Consequently on the 
23rd of Match 1902, Sister Emily 
Biglow (Graudmothgi of Delia Wool! 
of Raymond), of the Alberta Stake 
Primary came io Raymond to organ* 
ize the Primary otganisation and on 
April 13. 1902 the officers of this 
first organization were set apait. 
The meeting continued as follows:

Knight visited the Sunday School. 
Biother Taylor encouraged everyone 
ik you. to read good bookE and retain and 
om. and use what was gleaned from them, 
ife but He also encouraged the congregation 
progress f 0 have faith ami not get discourag¬ 
ed in this new community.

The open¬ 
ing song was “Merry, merry children 
sweetly sing”. The closing song was 
“Did you think to pray.” Susie 
Rose was the president and talked 
to the children after which some ot 
the children Bang songs and others 
recited.

In any event, there is no doubt 
behind the scenes along Parliament 
Hill that the present pressure on 
prices is providing the gravest iss¬ 
ue for the Government and the con 
tinulng advance in the cost of living 
index will bring action to prevent 
soaring prices from getting beyond 
control, especially since the general 
outcry against inaction by the auth¬ 
orities la recognized now* beyond a 
shadow of a doubt. 

CAMPAIGN FOR LEADERSHIP 

In sharp contrast to earlier indic¬ 
ations theie are reports circulating 
now backstage in this capital that 
the race for leadership of the Liber 
al Party In succession to Premier
